Election laws so that the can­ 
didates would i)c elected

popular vote. 
The group did not spell out 
what method should be used to 
accomplish this end,

anything is done to change the 
method of selecting the oat ion’s 
president I would hojx* that it 
would include some 
way to 
speedup the counting of votes. 
If this isn t done anil we ha\e 
another election as close 
as 
this past one and have to wait 
for the vote count both can­ 
didates would probably die 
of 
heart failure before the decis­ 
ion was ever made as to who 
won. 
The principle argument 
for 
the change is that one vote in 
New York is worth so much 
more than one vote in a sparse­ 
ly populated state if that vote 
should swing the state’s elect­ 
orial vote to one candidate. For 
example, one vote in New York 
would give the candidate 45 e- 
lectorial votes and an Arizona 
vote would swing only four. 
The system needs changing, 
but how is the big problem and 
those with the power are not 
Fkelv to give it up without a 
big fight.
